Elba City Council vows to get tough on 
businesses not renewing city licenses 


The Elba City council mecting 
Monday evening was routine with 
the only business that could be- 
come a problem being the unani- 
mous opinion that the city ordi- 
nance governing the requirement for 
business licenses would be enforced 
fairly and on every person doing 
business in the City of Elba, full or 
parttime. 

Mayor Fred Moore presented 
each council member with a copy 
of the local law governing the re- 
quirement for business licenses and 
asked the council for an opinion. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
commented, "This is not at our dis- 
cretion. We _ should enforce it 
equally on everyone or not at all”. 
Other council members echoed this 
opinion as did Moore. 

John W. Sharpless noted, "Some 
people may not be aware of the law 
and will be willing to pay if noti- 
fied." He was referring to Moore's 
comment that there were several 
full time business owners who were 
not buying city licenses and a num- 
ber of part-time day care, garages, 
electricians and plumbers who are 
working out of their homes and not 
buying licenses. He also noted there 
were some out-of-town people who 
were coming into Elba doing work 
and not buying the required license. 

Council members said to Police 
Chief Freddie Hanchey that they ex- 


pected his department to work 
closely with city hall in monitoring 
people doing business in the city 
and insuring they understand the 
law on this matter. 

Chief Hanchey told council 
members his department had an- 
swered 109 complaints including 
two accidents during the period 
from March 14 to March 27. This 
included 24 traffic citations, two of 
which were DUI's. 

Hanchey also reported two cases 
of strong-arming of eldery men in 
their homes and money being tak- 
en. He urged homeowners to be 
sure their homes were secure, even 
though he expected an arrest in one 
of these cases and patrols have been 
increased. 

Sharpless reported to the council 
on his monthly meetings as a 
member of the SE Alabama Gas 
District board. He promised to 
make regular reports on the happen- 
ings of the gas district. 

Moore informed council mem- 
bers that he had personally contact- 
ed the owner of an empty house on 
Highway 84 East concerning trash 
and abandoned yard sale items in the 
front yard. He said the owner had 
given permission for volunteers to 
clean it up. 

Council member Eddie Vaughan 
voiced a complaint about telephone 
services in Elba. He also suggested

concerning upcoming Whitewater 
Watershed project in Coffee County 


Approximately 90 landowners 
attended a meeting concerning the 
Whitewater Creek Watershed on 
Monday night, November 21, at the 
Community Center in Tarentum. 

Mason Dollar and Bill Hughes, 
of the Soil Conservation State Of- 
fice, told the group about the plan 
for the watershed project along the 
Whitewater Creek, which includes 
180,000 acres in both Coffee and 
Pike Counties. 

The project, which will cost 
share on conservation work on 
cropland, is expected to be funded in 
1989. The project will provide cost 
share assistance for a ten year period 
and the plan, as presented, is set up 
to treat 8,500 acres out of the total 
of 32,000 acres of cropland in the 
watershed.The federal share of the 
work is estimated to bring $2.2 
million into the area. 

ne watershed is expected to re-

duce soil loss in the area from 14 
tons per acre down to 8 tons per 
acre, per year. 

The first application for assis- 
tance was made in January, 1986 
and it was approved by the State 
Soil and Water Conservation Com- 
mittee in February of that year. 

Conservation practices to be 
used by the landowners include wa- 
ter disposal systems for cropland, 
grass planting, tree planting, sedi- 
ment basins, gulley plugs and the 
treatment of critically eroding road- 
banks. 

The cost share for the installa- 
tion of the practices is 60 percent 
watershed funds and 40 percent par- 
ticipant. 

The plan is expected to be signed 
by all sponsors in December and 
the program should be operational 
early in 1989.

Commission approves additional help for Sheriff 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
November 28, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to purchase 
two new cars for the Sheriff's De- 
partment and employ a student to 
work part time to help the depart- 
ment keep up with its increasing 
workload. 

Sheriff Brice Paul told the com- 
missioners that he would like to 
send out invitations to bid on one 
new patrol car and a car for himself 
and inform the local dealers of the 
state bid price.

He stated 
that last month alone the Enterprise 
office handled 1,200 papers and the 
heavy caseload was forcing the sec- 
retary in the office to work over- 
time, without pay. 

The commission told Sheriff 
Paul to employ a high school stu- 
dent for 20 hours per week during 
the school year and then work the 
student 40 hours per week during 
the summer, and to pay the student 
minimum wage. 

The monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m. and the first order of 
business was to open bids on a 
number of items.

Murder trial postponed 


The murder trial of an Elba man 
accused in the beating death of en 
elderly Elba resident has been post- 
poned until Jan.10, 1989. 

In a ruling filed in Coffee Coun- 
ty Circuit Court on Tuesday, 
Nov.22, Circuit Judge Gary McAli- 
ley granted Willie Simmons Jack- 
son's request for a continuance and 
rescheduled the trial for the date in 
January. 

Jackson, age 37, is charged with 
capital murder in connection with 
the July, 1987 robbery and murder 
of Elmo Roberts, age 87, of Elba. 

According the court's ruling, a 
hearing was held before Judge McA- 
liley last week in which Paul 


Young, Jackson's attorney, asked 
for the continuance, citing the need 
to take depositions of a psycholo- 
gist and psychiatrists at the Taylor 
Harden Secure Medical Facility, in 
Tuscaloosa. 

During the hearing at the Enter- 
prise courthouse, Young also asked 
the court to disqualify Chief Assist- 
ant Attorney Al Smith from prose- 
cuting the case and requested that 
"prejudicial evidence” be excluded 
from the trial.

A Tennessee Deputy Sheriff who 
doubles as an evangelist was in 
Elba recently spreading the word of 
the Lord and also telling area resi- 
dents of the plight of thousands of 
Mexicans who lost loved ones and 
almost all their material goods in 
the recent hurricane that passed 
through the pene 

Deputy Larry McAmis, a Depu- 
ty Sheriff in Sullivan County, Ten- 
nessee and the national safety con- 
sultant for the Tennessee Safety and 
Security Commission, brought his 
evangelistic crusade to Elba early in 
November and with pictures and ac- 
tual first hand experiences told the 
frightening tale of the impact of 
Hurricane Gilbert to the country of 
Mexico. 

_"I was called to Mexico by a 
missionary after the hurricane and 
went to the area in September," said 
McAmis, "and although I have been 
confronted with numerous tragedies 
during my years as a law enforce- 
ment officer, I was completely un- 
prepared for what I witnessed, Mil- 
lions of people were left homeless, 
victims of the storm were being 
dug out of mud slides after being 
buried for days and the devastation 
was awesome," 

McAmis told of bodies dug out 
of the mud that were still clinging 
to trees in hopes of protection, a 
man dug out over a week after the

"On one of the last days I was in 
Mexico the body of a pregnant 
woman was uncovered and when the 
medics did their routine check they 
detected a heartbeat, not of the 
woman, but of the unborn infant,” 
said McAmis. "The woman had 
been buried for days and was dead, 
but through a miracle the unborn 
baby was still alive and after being 
delivered was a healthy baby girl." 

McAmis reported that he will re- 
turn to Mexico in December and 
urged all area residents to donate 
canned food, dried food, clothing 
and money to help the victims of 
Hurricane Gilbert.

Did God promise that the 
Holy Spirit would lead all 


Ww, 
y Christians into all truth? 


Bob Prichard “ 


In John 16:13, Jesus promised, "When he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he 
will guide you into all truth.” This is a wonderful promise, but is it a prom- 
ise to all Christians? As with so many Bible questions, the question may be 
resolved by examining the context of the passage. Examination of the con- 
text reveals that this promise is not made to all Christians, but was made 
only to the apostles. 

_ Just a few verses before, as Jesus was explaining the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, He told the apostles, "Ye shall bear witness, because ye have been 
with me from the beginning" (John 15:27). "Because ye have been with me 
from the beginning” is a reference to their apostleship. Being with Jesus 
was the primary requirement for apostleship. As Peter said, when one was 
being selected to replace Judas, "Wherefore of these men which have compa 
nied with us all the time that the Lord Jesus went in and out among us, be 
ginning from the baptism of John, unto that same day that he was taken up 
from us, must one be ordained to be a witness with us of his resurrection" 
(Acts 1:21-22). 

It is further demonstrated that only the apostles were to be guided into all 
truth by John 14:26, which tells the manner in which the Spirit would 
guide them into all truth, "But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all a 1 to remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto you" (John 
14:26). The Holy Spirit was to “bring all things to remembrance” what- 
soever Jesus had said to them. Jesus spoke directly to the apostles only, not 
to Christians today. The Holy Spirit cannot "bring to remembrance” what 
Jesus has said directly to the Christian today, because Jesus does not speak 
directly to the Christian today, 

Christ promised the Comforter to the apostles to"guide them into all 
truth.” The apostles recorded the truth which was revealed to them, and in 
doing 50, they recorded aJl truth, according to the will of God. "All truth” 
conceming the gospel of Christ was revealed. There is no need for present 
day revelation, nor the illuminating power of the Holy Spirit today, because 
we may study the written word of truth, and thus know “all truth” concern 
ing God's will. 

‘he same verse which contains this promise of guidance into all truth 
also says of the Holy Spirit, “he shall not speak of himself; but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that he shall speak” (John 16:13). This again demonstrates 
that the Holy Spirit is not giving men new revelations today, He spoke the 
will of the Father to the apostles, not His own will, and does not speak on 
His own today,

Boat registrations are delinquent 


Alabama Marine Police Director 
William B, Garner reminds all boat 
owners that the 1987-88 boat regis- 
trations became delinquent after No- 
vember 15, 1988. 

The 1987-88 registrations ex- 
pired September 30 and the 45 day 
grace period ended on Nov.15. 

All sailboats, rental boats and 
mechanically propelled boats, in- 
cluding electrically powered vessels, 
must have a current 1988-89 regis- 
tration before being operated in Ala- 
bama. Regulations require that the 
certificate of registration be on the 
boat for inspection at all times dur- 
ing operation. 

New boats not previously regis- 
tered have a grace period of 72 
hours or three working days from 
the date of purchase. When a used 
boat currently registered in this 
state is purchased, a transfer to the 
new owner's name must be accom-

plished within 15 days. If the used 
boat has an expired registration, a 
current 1988-89 registration must 
be obtained before the boat is used. 
There is no grace period for used 
boats. 

Garner reminds all boaters that 
the registration number remains 
with the boat regardless of owner- 
ship changes. The registration num- 
ber must be placed on each side of 
the boat's bow, with the numbers at 
least three inches high, of block 
characters in a color contrasting to 
the vessel's hull. 

All pleasure boats can be regis- 
tered at cach county's probate judge 
office or county license commis- 
sioner's office.

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Two county farmers receive statewide honors recently 


Two Coffee County farmers re- 
ceived statewide honors in Gulf 
Shores on Novy. 27 at a convention 
of the Alabama Association of 
Conservation Districts. 

Larry Parker, a Kinston farm- 
er was awarded the Outstanding 
Conservation Farmer honor. Parker 
was submitted by Coffee County 
for being the Outstanding Coopera- 
tor for 1987, and for winning in the 
Wiregrass area also. 

Parker, a 54-year-old native of 
the Basin Community in Coffee 
County, farms on land of which 
120 acres has been in his family for 
100 years, The farm owned by his 
parents, grandparents, and himself, 
was homesteaded by his wife Wal- 
kanita’s grandfather. 

Parker's soil conservation prac- 
tices include terraces, waterways, 
borders, cropping system, cover 
crops, control basins, ponds. His 
row crops include peanuts, corn and 
rye, with his most productive crop 
being his peanuts with 187 acres, 
which consistently produces high 
yields. 

His cattle operation includes two 
purebred herds - a Charolais herd 
with 120 brood cows, and a Lim- 
ousin, with 20 brood cows - and a 
commercial crossbred herd with 30 
COWS. 

Larry graduated from Kinston 
High School, and served two years 
in the Armed Forces, with major 
tour of duty in Korea. 

He became a cooperator with the 
Soil Conservation District in 1960 
when he began part-time farming 
after his tour of duty in the Army. 
He worked full time at the Opp 
sewing factory until he could go 
into farming full time in 1971. 

His first conservation work was 
on a gully in a crop field, with help 
from retired SCS technician Bill 
Faulk. Since that time he has con- 
tinued to carry out a complete con- 
servation plan on his farm. 

Larry is married to the former 
Walkanita Hattaway, a graduate of 


Troy State University, with a mas 
ter's from The University of Alaba 
ma. She has taught school in the 
Opp City School system for 28 
years 

Parker's community leadership 
includes serving as a Farm Bureau 
director, Alabama Cattleman direc- 
tor, and as a director on the Coving- 
ton County Farmers Livestock 
Cooperative, He is active in the 
athletic and Vo-Ag program at 
Kinston High School. 

Charles Mallory of the Kins- 
ton Community was recognized as 
the recipient of the Outstanding 
District Supervisor. He received 
this honor in Coffee County in 
1987, as well as in the Wiregrass 
area. 

Mallory, a resident of the Kins- 
ton area, has been a cattle and row 
crop farmer for over 47 years, and 
has been active in Conservation dis- 
tricts since 1955, 

He manages and farms 240 acres 
of land, with major cash crops be- 
ing peanuts and com. His conserva- 
tion measures include contour farm- 
ing, crop residue use and winter 
cover plantings. 

His pasture and hayland are 
maintained by properly rotating 
livestock and cutting cycles; soil 
testing forms a basis for fert'' 
treatments to each field every year. 

He constructed a livestock and 
recreation pond for better pasture ro- 
tations and fish production. Eight 
thousand feet of parallel terraces 
were cosntructed on 20 acres of cro- 
land and grassed waterways were in- 
stalled to safely carry water from 
his fields, 

Mallory is vice chairman of the 
Coffee County Soil and Water Dis- 
trict. He served as its president from 
1959 when it was formed, until 
1971. 

He is active in many church and 
civic organizations, including mem- 
bership in the County Line Metho- 
dist Church, member of Board of 
Directors of Coffee County Bank,

The total amount of child 
support collections for the past year 
was $547,453.79. 

Children’s Services supervisor 
Cathie Hansen reported that in the 
past month a total of 26 investiga- 
tions were conducted.
